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T has long been Matter of juſt and general Complaint, that Pſalmody, inftead of producing, according to its 

original Intention, the Effect of a ſublime and ſolemn Act of Praiſe to the Supreme Being, has in too 
many of our Churches ſo degenerated as to become contemptible and even ridiculous. This may be attri- 
buted in a great Meaſure to the Want of fuch Inſtitutions, as might eafily be formed, for the Practice and 
Improvement of this Branch of Singing; to the Want of Interference from the Miniſters, whoſe peculiar 
Province it ſhould be to controul and.regulate ſuch Matters, and who ought to be conſulted in this and every 
Thing that relates to the Service of the Church ; and to the Want of due Countenance and Support from 


Perſons whole Character and Situation in Life would enable them to excite Emulation, and to give Vigour 
| Spirit, and indeed Succeſs, to ſuch an Undertaking.

Many Parithes have expreſſed a Deſire to effect ſome Reform in the Practice of Plalmody, DE in many 
more the ſame Diſpoſition might certainly be encouraged by proper Advice; in all ſuch Places the following 
Method, already approved by Experience, would tend more to promote the deſired End than might perhaps 
be expected from a Plan fo eaſy. Let a Society be formed expreſsly for the Purpoſe ; the Rules of which 
ſhall oblige the Members to aſſemble for an Hour or two on ſtated Days, fo fixed as not to interfere with 
neceſſary Occupations : Let trifling Penalties be required for Non-attendance, which will anſwer the double 
Purpoſe of enforcing Regularity, and of contributing ſomething towards a Fund, for the Inſtruction and oc- 
caſional Encouragement of the poorer Members: The Sum thus raiſed would not, it 1s true, be 8 ade- 


. | ” 
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quate, but it would be ſuch that a very ſmall Addition, either from Pariſh Allowance, or from voluntary 
Contribution, might ſuffice to render it effectual. The Miniſter, and thoſe Gentlemen of the Neighbour- 
hood, who are Well-wiſhers to ſuch a Deſign, might, by occaſional Attendance at theſe Meetings, give 
Conſequence to them, and excite a laudable Zeal throughout the lower Orders. In my own Pariſh I have 
found a Plan of this Kind attended with the fulleſt Succeſs. The Palms in this Collection are now ſung there 
with a Regularity and Effect by no Means common; and, notwithſtanding ſome little Reluctance at firſt to 
admit of any Innovations, the Inhabitants are now entirely ſatisfied, and even highly pleaſed. I ſhould indeed 


be wanting in Gratitude to them, if I did not ſpeak in the warmeſt Terms of their Liberality of Sentiment 
on all Occaſions, and their Readineſs to forward any uſeful Deſign. 


In all Inſtitutions of this Nature particular Attention muſt be paid to the younger People. If they were well 
inſtructed, and fully grounded in the Rules of Church Muſic, it would contribute more than any other Circum- 
ſtance to the Advancement and Perfection of this pleaſing Act of Adoration. The Love for it, thus early im- 
planted, would grow up with them, and continually increaſe, till the Readineſs which can only be gained by 
Habit, ſuperadded to the firm Foundation of right Inſtruction, had produced a Degree of Skill now altogether 
unknown. This Opinion receives a powerful Support from the following Paſſage in the Works of a late worthy 
Prelate (Dr. Gibſon, Biſhop of London); who, in his Directions to the Clergy of his Dioceſe, thus expreſſes 
himſelf: © To the End the Pſalms may be ſung in a more decent Manner, it is to be wiſhed that the People 
© of every Pariſh, and eſpecially the Youth, were trained up and accuſtomed to an orderly Way of ſinging ſome 
of the Pſalm Tunes, which are moſt plain and eaſy, and of moſt common Uſe, ſince that is the moſt proper 
« Seaſon of forming the Voice, as well as the Mind; and the Regularity into which it is then caſt with great 

'« Eaſe, will remain with them during Life; and not only enable them to contribute their Part to the De- 


* cency of this Performance, but even, for the Sake of that Talent, incline them to be conſtant in attending 
the public Service of the Church, . 


To 
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To theſe very juſt and ſolid Obſervations I will venture to add, what has ever been acknowledged by all 


unprejudiced Divines, that, in order to produce a full Reform, a great Alteration is required in the metrical 


Tranſlation of the Pſalms ; which in the Old Verſion is ſuch that our moſt {kilful Profeflors in Muſic com- 


plain, with much Reaſon, that to ſet good Tunes to Words ſo very deficient 1 in Expreſſion, is extremely dif- 


ficult, and in ſome Inſtances altogether impracticable. 


I might perhaps, without Impropriety, detain the Reader with ſome further Remarks on the various Abuſes 


complained of in this Part of the Church Service, and on the Degree of Reformation which is to be deſired: 


but my Sentiments, ſo far as they relate to Pſalmody, have been ſo fully conveyed, and fo well and clearly ex- 
plained, in a late Publication on Parochial Muſie by Dr. Vincent, that I rather chooſe to refer the Reader to 
thoſe Conſiderations. 


There can ſurely be no other Reaſon why Mr. Merrick's elegant Verſion has not already obtained, as it 
deſerves, the Sanction of legal Authority for its Introduction into public Uſe, than that he has not divided his 
Pſalms into Stanzas. Convinced of the Uſefulneſs of ſuch an Undertaking, and not ſeeing any Probability that 
it would be attempted by a more {kilful Hand, I have for ſome Years employed no ſmall Time and Attention 


upon that Work; which is now finiſhed, and ready for the public Eye. The following Selection I have in- 


troduced as a Specimen into my own Church, and have the Pleaſure to find that it meets with general Ap- 
probation. The Tunes are plain and eaſy, and on that Account much admired. Many People have thought, 
that nothing but what is very grave and ſolemn is calculated for the Service of the Church: but this, I con- 
ceive, to be in ſome Reſpect a Prejudice ; and, from Eperience, I can affirm, that a Variety of Meaſure is 
moſt pleaſing to the Generality of Congregations ; whoſe Fancy, or rather Judgment, it ſeems expedient to 
indulge. Nothing, I will acknowledge, ſhould be admitted that is trifling, or apt to raiſe improper Ideas; but, 
in order to avoid this, chere i is no Reaſon why we ſhould fall into the oppoſite Extreme, and have ſuch mournful 
_— 7 Tunes 
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Tunes as are fit only to expreſs Penitence and Lamentation. The Pſalms of David are chiefly Pſalms of Praiſe, 
and conſequently we ſhould endeavour to ſing them with the ſame Spirit and Underſtanding with which they 
were compoſed. By theſe Means we thall properly declare our Joy and Thankfulneſs for the manifold Bleſſings 


which our bountiful Creator has beſtowed upon us. 


The Rule laid down for Church Muſic in England, almoſt 1000 years ago“ (according to Burn, in his Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Law) “ was, that they ſhould obſerve a plain and devout Melody, according to the Cuſtom of the 
Church. And the Rule preſcribed by Queen Elizabeth in her I njunctions was, that there ſhould be a modeſt 
« and diſtinct Song, ſo uſed in all Parts of the Common Prayers i in the Church, that the ſame may be as plainly 
“ underſtood, as if it were read without ſinging. Of the Want of which grave, ſerious, and intelligible Way, the 
© Reformatio legum had complained before. And whether ſome Regulations may not now be neceſſary to 


render Church Muſic truly uſeful to the Ends of Devotion, and to guard againſt indecent Levities, ſeemeth 
* to require ſome Conſideration.“ 


For the Purpoſe of Pſalmody, the plaineſt and eaſieſt Tunes are certainly on all Accounts to be preferred. 
Their very Simplicity produces a pleaſing and a proper Effect, and they are the only Compoſitions to which 
ſtrict Juſtice can be done by Singers not regularly trained to the Profeſſion of Muſic. The ſerious Glees which 
conſiſt only of Three Parts, ſeem to preſent a perfect Model for this Species of Divine Harmony; and it is 
earneſtly to be recommended to ſuch Compoſers as may be inclined to ſet any Pſalms of Mr. Merrick's Verſion, 
that they would confine themſelves to this Style, and in Writing employ only the Baſs and Treble Cliffs. 
Every unneceſſary Obſtacle ſhould ſtudiouſly be removed. Dr. Cook, whoſe Muſical Knowledge and Abili- 


ties are juſtly held in the higheſt Eſtimation, with the moſt obliging Attention examined theſe Sheets, and 
was pleaſed to expreſs his Approbation of them: but adviſed that where the Singers are numerous, even the 


additional Notes, called Graces, ſhould be omitted, as tending to produce Confuſion, A few of theſe have 


been ; 
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been admitted into this Publication, Which among private Singers may be uſed, but in Churches ſhould be 
paſſed over. 


It will be obſerved, that the preſent Selection is ſtrictly confined to the Form above recommended. The 
Benefit of it will ſoon be perceived in Practice; and it is hoped, that the Compilation will be in all Reſpects 
approved. This Hope is founded on the Opinion of ſeveral eminent Muſicians: Nor can I in Juſtice diſmiſs 
the Work from my Hands, without acknowledging my great Obligations to many diſtinguiſhed Characters 
in that Profeſſion, particularly to my very worthy and reſpected Friend Mr. WILLIAM PaRsoNs, Maſter of 
the King's Band, by whoſe kind and ready Aſſiſtance I have been enabled to offer it to the Public with 


more than common Advantages. 


After all, ſhould any unforeſcen Objection prevent the general Reception of this Verſion on 1 Au- 
thority: Vet ſtill it may not be without its Uſe. There are private Families, many doubtleſs in this Kingdom, 


notwithſtanding the Prevalence of other Examples, in which, while Mukic is cultivated, Religion is not ne- 


glected. To theſe it will be an acceptable Service to have preſented them with the Means of praiting their Crea- 
tor, on ſuitable Occaſions, in Sounds calculated to promote gems Feelings, and with Words Tully expreſſive 
of the pureſt of thoſe Sentiments. es

of the Kind above recommended. Long Experience has fully convinced me of their great Utility, and I am
